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Dismantle. 

That was the first priority of business when Lee Thomas, the 
St. Louis Cardinals' Director of Player Development, took over 
as the Phillies General Manager back on June 21, 1988. 

He inherited a big league club which needed an overhaul 
and a minor league system which 
needed changes. 

To be a General Manager, one has to 
have many qualities. Sure, you need 
to know the game, need to be able to 
judge players and people and you 
need to be willing to work long hours. 
Perhaps the two most important 
qualities are patience and a willingness 
to “roll the dice.” 

Thomas has both these qualities. Less 
than a month on the job, Thomas 
swung his first trade, sending infielder 
Luis Aguayo to the New York Yankees 
for minor league pitcher Amalio Carreno. 
Carreno never developed but it set a 
pattern for future Thomas’ trades, 
getting good young arms. 

Less than a year later, Thomas really 
kicked it into gear, setting up the 
future of this club. First came a June 2 
trade in which Chris James was 
sent to San Diego for first 
baseman-outfielder John Kruk 
and utility player Randy Ready. 

Sixteen days later, he struck 
twice. 

First, Terry Mulholland, Charlie 
Hayes and Dennis Cook came to 
the Phils from San Francisco for 
reliever Steve Bedrosian and 
infielder Rick Parker. Later that 
same day, Lenny Dykstra and 
Roger McDowell arrived. 
Departing to the New York Mets 
was Juan Samuel. 

The upward swing for the Phillies was under way. 

Along the way, Thomas hired and relieved a farm director and 
a scouting director, recognizing the men in the new positions 
weren't producing. Thomas knew the importance of a farm 
system and had a long-range goal to build a system which 
would send players to the big leagues. He admits it has pro- 
gressed more slowly than he had expected. 

But, his magic wand produced more key players through 
trades, Tommy Greene, Wes Chamberlain, Mitch Williams, 
Curt Schilling, Ben Rivera, Danny Jackson and David West. 

Players were drafted at the winter meetings. Outfielder Sil 
Campusano flunked, but Dave Hollins and Todd Pratt passed. 


Along the way were free agent signings, Danny Cox, 
Wally Backman, Mariano Duncan and last year's big four, 
Pete Incaviglia, Milt Thompson, Larry Andersen and 
Jim Eisenreich. 


The farm system turned out only 
Mickey Morandini until Thomas reached 
into the minors last July to plug a short- 
stop hole. Up came Kevin Stocker, a 
player on which Thomas was willing to 
take a gamble. 

Only one player from the team Thomas 
inherited survived, Darren Daulton. 
Daulton batted 208 in an injury- 
curtailed 1988 season and .201 the 
following season. But Thomas believed 
in Daulton and his patience paid off 
with All-Star seasons for the catcher in 
1992 and 1993. During spring training 
two years ago, Thomas felt Daulton 
would develop into a very productive 
catcher, the best in the league. 

Five years after he accepted Bill Giles’ 
offer to be the GM, his bag of retreads 
and rejects dumped the underdog labels 
and went to the sixth game of the World 
Series before losing to the defending 
World Champion Toronto 
Blue Jays. 

Thomas was named the Major 
League Executive of the Year by 
THE SPORTING NEWS, only 
the second Phillies front office 
person to win the prestigious 
award. President R. R. M. (Bob) 
Carpenter, Jr. was the other 
winner in 1949. 


During this off-season, 
Thomas pulled the trigger on 
two more deals, picking up two 
pitchers for Mitch Williams and three players for Terry 
Mulholland. Willing to take a gamble to improve the bullpen, 
he signed Norm Charlton, who had elbow surgery during last 
season and who wasn't expected to be ready until the middle of 
the season. 

The farm system is getting better each year. Players such 
as pitchers Ricky Bottalico, Tyler Green, Jeff Patterson and 
Mike Williams are coming. So is catcher Mike Lieberthal, 
first baseman Gene Schall and outfielder Phil Geisler. 

Thomas' hard work, patience and a willingness to gamble 
have put the Phillies back on the winning track.

Steve Carlton dominated National League hitters for some 22 years. When 
it came time for the Baseball Writers Association of America to vote for the 
Hall of Fame this January, he once again dominated. 

“Lefty” pulled in 95.8 percent of the votes in becoming the 25th player 
overall to be elected on the first ballot. Only four others had a higher 
percentage, Tom Seaver (98.8), Ty Cobb (98.2), Hank Aaron (97.8) and 
Johnny Bench (96.4). 

He becomes the third "true" Phillies pitcher to enter Cooperstown, 
joining right-handers Grover Alexander (1938) and Robin Roberts (1976). 
There are eight pitchers in the Hall of Fame who pitched for the Phillies, 
but Carlton, Alexander and Roberts earned their spurs in Philadelphia. 

Carlton came to the Phillies 22 years ago in a controversial trade with 
St. Louis. Popular right-hander Rick Wise was dealt for Carlton the day 
before spring training started. 

He quickly became "Super Steve" with an awesome season in 1972. 

He finished 27-10 and led the National League in earned run average 
(1.98) and strikeouts (310). His victory total represented 59 percent 
of the wins for the last-place Phils. 

The 6-foot-5 southpaw was an easy Cy Young Award winner. In his 
14-plus seasons wearing Phillies pinstripes, he won three other Cy Young 
Awards to become the only pitcher ever to win four such awards. 

His other Cy Young years were 1977 (23-10), 1980 (24-9) and 1982 
(23-11). 

Not one for individual honors or acclaim, Carlton loaned his four 
Cy Young plaques to the Hall of Fame for the fans to see. This year, his own 
plaque will be added to the all-time greats of the game. 

His numbers and records, when stacked on top of each other, would probably 
match his height. 

Carlton is the N. L.'s all-time strikeout leader with 4,000; first in games started 
(677) and one-hitters this century (6), just to name three records. 


After leaving the Phillies, Carlton also pitched for the San Francisco Giants, 774 
Chicago White Sox (for manager Jim Fregosi), Cleveland Indians and Minnesota LI p e 0 
Twins. He made his debut in 1965 with St. Louis and finished a brilliant career 
in 1988 with the Twins. Ste 77

Phillies made history playing the Rockies’ 
longest game in their short history, 4:03. Phils 
lost 3-2 in 13 innings on Bichette’s homer. 


Jackson won his tenth game, 4-2, and became 
the fifth Phillies starter to have double digit 
wins, first time since 1932.

Incaviglia had his 11th career and third 
multiple-home run game of the season and 
Dykstra stole a base to set a new career high, 
34, but the Reds pulled out a 9-5 victory. 


Jackson struck out a season-high eight and 
combined with Mason on a six-hit shutout of 
the Reds, 12-0, in front of the Phillies fifth 
sellout of the season, 58,363. Big RBI produc- 
ers: Chamberlain (4), Morandini (4, on two 
triples) and Jordan (2).

Time 
after time during the season, the 
quiet, 34-year-old veteran made big 
plays both in the field and at the plate.

After losing Game #1 the previous 
night, the Phillies needed a win on 
enemy territory. To complicate mat- 
ters, they faced the imposing glare 
of Dave “Smoke” Stewart, whose 
career mark in the postseason was 
outstanding. 

After two scoreless innings, the 
Phils touched up Stewart for two runs 
in the third on back-to-back RBI sin- 
gles by John Kruk and Dave Hollins.

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A crowd of 62,731 had gathered at 
Veterans Stadium for this game. But 
when it was over, 10 times that many 
will have said they were there, for this 
was truly one for the ages. 


To say this was a slugfest would be 
an understatement.

BASEBALL'S 12 51H ANNIVERSARY 


Most historians agree that the games basic rules were formulated in 1845 
when a group of white collar workers and baseball enthusiasts from New York 
City formed the Knickerbockers, baseball’ first organized team. 


Led by Alexander Cartwright, the Knickerbockers introduced such rules as 
three strikes per out and three outs per inning. Nine-man teams, nine-inning 
games and bases set 90 feet apart were added a short time later. 


The amateur game reached its peak in 1868 with 400 clubs in 18 states 
playing amateur league rules. Admission was charged as early as 1858 and some 
clubs secretly began to split gate receipts with their best players. Paying players 
violated league rules but the practice was common by the late 1860s. 


Harry Wright, a former cricket player who went on to develop the knee-length 
style baseball uniform and the scorecard, was one of the covert professionals. 
In 1869, he shocked the baseball world by proclaiming that his Cincinnati Red 
Stockings team would be completely salaried. 


Professional baseball was born. 


The Red Stockings finished 60-0 that year. Their first loss came in the 25th 
game the following season.
